favor of him for re-election to the senate, 
and whether they wore in favor of the un- 
limited coinage of silver at 10 to 1. 


Nobody who knew the extent to which 


Senator Cameron's secret service fund ia 
being used by Senator Quay in his war- 


pdseTto see that Quay's answer was an 
evasion which makes his alliance with 
Cameron as plain as day. After saying 
with j.;ood-Lord-good-dovil indoflniteness 
that h<i was at present "for either Reed or 
McKliiloy" for president, and against free 
coinage, Senator Quay dodges tho ques- 
tion ol Cameron's re-election by saying:

A few more like this and Senator Quay 


will probably see the wisdom of with- 
drawing from the flght. At South Both- 
lohein on Saturday the Northampton 
county convention elected its four dele- 
gates favorable to Governor Hastings, de- 
feated the solitary Quay candidate, and 
promptly tabled a resolution offered in- 
dorsing Senator Quay for state chairman. 
It was an administration day from start 
to finish—on effective and distinct admin- 
istration victory. 
It was a representative Republican con- 


vention, and every prominent party man 
in the county was present in the Fountain 
Hill Opera House whore it was held. The 
administration torces were led by Judge 
Kilpatrick and his brother, and were en- 
thusiastic from the beginning, 


Notwithstanding the declaration from 


Quay's Philadelphia headquarters that no 
flght would be made in Northampton, 
Congressman "Jack" Robinson was there 
from Delaware, calling in delegates for 
private consultations in his room, and 
marshalling tho Quay forces, who, how- 
over, wore pitifully weak in numbers. 
Robinson's pot tricks wore in the direction 
of deals, but they wore ludicrously im- 
potent, and tho strength of Secretary of 
Stato Rcedor and his brother, the judge, 
was maintained at every point. 


County Chairman Sorfass called the 


convention to order, and all hands agreed 
in making J. A. Wolslayer chairman. 
There was an adjournment to settle con- 
tests and prepare resolutions, and when 
the convention reassembled nominations 
for delegates wore made in short order. 
Tho Hastlngs-Reeder candidates were W. 
o. lOTKpalrfoK, Artir jrrreffr ir.-TS.-wro- 
man and John JTackenthall. "Jack" Rob- 
inson decided to concentrate the Quay 
"strength" on one candidate, J. J. Carter, 
of Redington. There was no use in nom- 
inating a full ticket, and Carter was 
named in opposition to Groman, tho Quay 
people deciding not to oppose the other 
throe administration candidates.

The Surges" and Council of tlie Borough of 


Brlbtol do orduiu : 


SUCTION I . That, no bicycle shall be ridden on 


anyshle-walk wilhintliesHhl Borough ot Bristol. 


SUCTION 2. Tlmt no bicycle shall be run or 
operated within said Borough ot Hrlstol at any 
greater speed than seven miles an hour; nor un- 
less a bell, which may be heard at a distance of 
at leant llftv 1'eet, sluiil be attached thereto; nor 
unless, between hiinset and sunrise, a lighted 
lamp shall be placed on the front thereof. 


SECTION 3. Any person or persons convicted 


of violating nnyo't the provisions of this ordi- 
nance shall , for eacli offense , foi teit and pay the 
sum of five dollars, to be recovered belore any 
Justice ot tbo Peace, in the same manner that 
debts not exceeding one hundred dollars are by 
law recoverable, and when so recovered shall bo 
forthwith paid to the Treasurer of the said lior- 
oughof Bristol for the ubo of the said Corpora- 
tion.

MAGEIE AND CAMERON. 


How They Farted Politically on the Money 


Question, After Many Years Association. 
The Quay newspapers which are charg- 


ing Chris Magee with ingratitude in 
standing by Governor Hastings and 
against Senator Cameron in this contest 
aro careful not to tell the circumstances 
under which Magee parted company with 
Cameron politically. He had been a friend 
of the Camerons, father and son, ever 
since he became a power in polities, and 
neither of them had to ask twice or spend 
a dollar to get the votes of Allegheny 
county. 
But Plttsburg, with its vast 


army of workingmen and its solid busi- 
ness interests, is an honest money city. 
When Cameron began trafficking with 
the silver combine in the senate Mageo 
became alarmed, and made a pilgrimage 
to Washington to protest. It was just on 
the eve of Senator Cameron's re-eleotion 
to the senate in 1891, and a storm was 
threatening at home. 


After several interviews Cameron prom- 


ised Magee that, whatever his personal 
opinions upon tho silver question,he would 
bow to the sentiment of the slate he repre- 
sented and vote with the friends of sound 
money. Upon this assurance Magee came 
over to Harrisburg, told what Don had 
said, and lined up his friends in the legis- 
lature to vote for him. Senator Gobin, of 
Lebanon, upon somawhat similar assur- 
ance, stood up in the senate caucus and 
pledged Cameron to stand true to Penn- 
sylvania sentiment on the money ques- 
tion. He waa elected, and within less than 
a week, on the very first test vote, he 
jumped clear o for Into the free silver camp 
and voted against his party. 


The correspondence which ensued be- 


tween him and Magee was brief and one- 
sided. Magee telegraphed him: 


"You have gratified your enemies and 


mortified your friends." 


His brother F. M. Magee, the distin- 


guished Pittsburg attorney, wroie him a 
letter, in which, after reminding him of 
their longtime friendship, he recited the 
brief story of Cameron's conduct, and con- 
cluded: 


''Under all these circumstances, Sena- 


tor Cameron, do you not think that an or- 
dinarily decent man would either shoot 
himself or nssignP" 


Senator Cameron did neither, but he 


accepted the notice that this was the end 
of his political relations with the Magees, 
and when Senator Quay made war on Ma- 
gee during-4bha Harrison Administration," 
Cameron turned in with him and made 
the present alliance against thoir former 
friend. He will never forgive Magee, of 
course, for it ia a peculiarity of human na- 
ture that men sometimes forgive the men 
who cheat them, but never the man whom 
they have cheated.—Norristown Herald.

These aro the lessons of practical hy- 


giene whluh school children should 
be 


thoroughly taught. They are tho lessons 
which instruction in physiology in schools 
was designed to impart aud the impor- 
tance of which cannot be overestimated. 
But surely it needs- no killing of rabbits, 
cats or dogs to make such lessons plain.

Ships' Bulkheads. 


It is claimed that tho utmost practicable 


safety in navigation is assured by tho im- 
proved system of bulkhoading the wings 
of a ship off into scientifically arranged 
compartments fore and aft, with transverse 
bulkheads worked in at suitable intervals, 
tho whole in combination with a double 
hull, a mathematically calculated space, 
tho buoyant power of which, through tho 
medium of hermetically sealed air tanks, 
will, it is assorted, float the ship, cargo 
and all on board, under all circumstances. 
According to this method of construction, 
throughout compartments are built, and 
throughout tho double hulls regular docks 
aro laid with appropriate flush hatchways, 
through those tho air tanks being lowered 
to position, and from which they may be 
hoisted at any time for inspection, or, if at 
any time it should bo decided to employ 
tho ship ns a general freighter, the removal 
of the air tanks will leave the compart- 
ments or holds clear lor cargo conveyance. 


It is assorted that without the air tanks 


in tho compartments the ship is no safer 
or bettor than an ordinary craft—would go 
to the bottom just as quickly—but with 
them sinking would be an impossibility, 
as the ship would at once rest on her re- 
served buoyant air filled compartments, if 
necessary, and become the same as a float- 
ing dock, the theory of such an arrange- 
ment being that as water is the opposing 
force of fire, so is confined air the only 
power over water. Tho alleged advantages 
of such construction are, in addition to 
unsinkabloness, a vastly increased degree 
of strength and much greater speed.—New 
York Sun. 


Diamonds and Electricity. 


An inventor las devised an electrical 


apparatus for the detection of sham or 
paste diamonds. The diamond is mois- 
tened and slowly moved toward a small, 
thin disk of aluminium, which Is rapidly 
revolved by an electric motor. The contact 
of the diamond thus constitutes a brake to 
the motion of the disk. If metallic marks 
aro found on the supposed gem, it is not 
genuine; otherwise, it is a pure stone. 
The idea is based on the fact that if a 
(harp piece of aluminium bo rubbed on 
moistened glass brilliant metallic mark- 
ings appear, but tho phenomenon is absent 
when similar contact is made with a dia- 
mond. Tho same inventor is credited with 
in electric egg testing device, which con- 
sists of e, box provided with two holes and 
fitted inside with a mirror at 45 degrees. 
A small electric lamp outside the box 
throws light on the egg placod in one of 
tho holes in The top of the box. Through 
tho other hole can be seen on the mirror 
the reflection of tho illuminated egg, which 
will be clear of streaks and stains, or other- 
wise, according ns it is stale or sound.— 
New York Times. 


A Record With the Hose. 


The world's record is claimed by the 


Dirigo Hose company of Ellsworth, Mo., 
which the other day ran 310 yards to tho 
engine house, then 333 yards with tho hose 
reel, coupled the hose to the hydrant and 
the nozzle to the hose, all in 1 minute 1% 
seconds.
